• $10 million for Targeted Community Capital Project Grant Programs 

• $20 million for the Emerging Developer Fund Program to fund grants and loans to emerging 

developers, include Black developers 

AALF along with its partners in the business community can testify to the need for investments in 

economic growth and opportunity in Black neighborhoods. As our communities face increased 

disinvestment, it is critical for the public sector to increase its commitment to growing economic 

opportunity in Black communities.
